turvy, recording a high temperature 
of 72 degrees in the early morning 
and a low of 67 degrees at noon.

European eye-witnesses of the riots 
said the fighting spread through the 
city so quickly as to indicate a pre- 
conceived plan. The wafd, or nation- 
alist, committee had decreed two hours 
of silence during the morning, in mem- 
ory of those killed in riots at Man- 
surah last week. 

The leaders had guaranteed there 


would be no disorders. At 10 a. m., 
large crowds gathered in the streets, 
concentrating at Mohamed Ali Square 
and the Rue Cherif Pasha. 

Suddenly, about 11 a. m., the crowd 


attacked the police assigned to watch 


the demonstration, the eye-witnesses 
said. The mob began to throw stones 
and bottles, driving the police before 
them. 

Simultaneously, rioters attacked 
European shops throughout the city, 
and stoned Europeans. 

Mob Swells. 
Eye-witnesses said the mob swelled. 
in numbers as natives ran from side 
alleys to join the milling throng. 

They seized three motor trucks 
which were being used to bring up 
police reinforcements, and finally 
drove the police inside the station, 
which they besieged and sought to 
set afire. 

Reinforcement troops arrived, where- 
upon the troops. and police both 
opened fire, forcing the infuriated mob 
to retreat. 

They wrecked street lamps, tram 
cars and shops as they fled. Detach- 
ments of the Egyptian army arrived 
in the afternoon and cleared the main 
thoroughfares with fixed bayonets, but 
rioting continued in the side streets 
late tonight. 

Major Fitzpatrick, of the police, 
was hurt when struck in the temple 
by a flying stone, one of a barrage 
hurled by the frenzied mob. Seven 
other Europeans were known to have 
suffered injuries. One Italian, thought 
to be the consul here, was wounded, 

Reinforcements rushed from Cairo 
occupied Mohamed Ali square, scene 
of the rioting, and the streets tonight 
were deserted. Shops were closed and 
barricaded, but shattered windows and 
battered walls showed the fury of the 


| battle. 


Anti-European. 


The anti-European spirit of the mob 
was demonstrated by the fact almost 
every European shop in the vicinity 
of the clashes suffered at the hands 
of the natives, who rushed them, 
breaking windows and throwing stones. 

The riots were said to have been in- 
spired by the wafdists, or nationalist 
party leaders, who had organized the 
demonstration and were seeking, the 
police said, to call a general strike. 

The mob, becoming unruly, clashed 
with the police and the latter, guard- 
ing the square, fired into the erowd 
from the roof of the law courts build- 
ing. Dead were removed in carts. 

The mob broke up and squads of 
the demonstrators sought to fire the 
police station, but their attempt was 
frustrated. They set upon . motor 
trucks driven by Europeans and burn- 
ed several of the vehicles. 

Europeans sought refuge in the 
bourse. 


The riots at Alexandria today were 
the third similar outbursts in recent 
weeks in Egypt, where the present 
administration has proved increasing- 
ly unpopular. Former Premier Nahas 
Pasha, who resigned some weeks ago. 
has led in the agitation against the 
government and has indicated he 
would seek to inspire a Gandhi-like

The youthful aviator, holder of the 
junior transcontinental flying record, 
was in a critical condition at Putnam 
Memorial hospital suffering from a 
fractured skull. An all-night search 
was conducted for him and his plane 
which now lies in shreds at the side 
of Woodford mountain. 

The ill-fortune which pursued his 
father, Brice Goldsborough, one of the 
party in Mrs. Frances Frayson's The 
Dawn,” lost in 1927, on an attempted 
trans-Atlantic flight, trailed young 
Frank yesterday from Buffalo, N. X. 
The plane, which was en route to 
Keene, N. H., with Donald Mockler, 
lecturer, as a passenger, hurled itself 
to destruction in a fogbound forest. 

Young Goldsborough lay unconscious 
amid the wreckage until 6 o'clock this 
morning, when searching parties after 
a fruitl all-night combing of the 

eame upon the wrecked 
plane and its victim. Mockler, who 
was thrown clear of the wreckage, 
brought news of the accident to a 
farmhouse near here. He had strug- 
gled in vain to pull his companion 
from the plane and then wandered 
through thick underbrush for hours 


before he found help. 

Leonard Lawrence and a eed of 
five men found Goldsborough lying be- 
side his plane only after they had 
combed the dense forest for miles. 
Their discovery of his unconscious 
form was the beginning of an arduous 
trek through underbrush, bowlder- 
oo paths and knee-deep fields of 
mud. 

Two coats taken from the backs of 
his rescuers served as a stretcher on 
which the injured flier was carried for 
two miles to a waiting ambulance. 
Then a slow, cautious trip was made 
to the hospital. A surgeon found the 
youth to be suffering from a frac- 
tured skull. This, with the long pe- 
riod of exposure and lack of treatment 
made his condition most critical. 

The only story of how the accident 
occurred was given by Mockler, who 
was going to Keene to keep a speak- 
ing engagement. After he had re- 
covered from his long journey and bis 
efforts to aid the searching parties, he 
told the story. 

“The last thing I saw,” Mockler 
said, “was Goldsborough turning off 
the ignition switch. When I came to 
I saw the tail and part of the wing 
of the plane hanging to the tree. Part 
of the wreckage on the ground cov- 
ered Goldsborough’s head, chest and 
feet. I succeeded in partly freeing 
his head and chest but his feet were 
caught in the controls, and, try as I 
might, I could not release him. Mean- 
while he was unconscious. He was 
breathing regular and his pulse was 
regular. I finally left him to search 
for a house.” 

Mrs. Gertrude Goldsborough, 35. 
stepmother of the young aviator, came 
here from New York city when in- 
formed of the accident. She sat up all 
night in a second vigil for her loved 
ones. Perhaps because she had been 
through the heart-rending experience 
once before, she remained calm through 
it all. Tonight she was keeping still 
another vigil, waiting and praying 
that her late husband's boy might es- 
cape his father’s fate.

He 
was arrested and liquor found both 
on his person and in the machine.

~ MOVES BLOCKED 


Mayor Says He Will Not 
Call Pension Board Be- 
fore Council Meets. 


Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Tuesday 
afternoon dissipated any hope of a 
pension for Dr. John G. Wilkins, in- 
dicted city’ physician, until after the 
latter's trial by a jury in Fulton 
county superior, court, when he an- 
/nounced definitely that he would not 
call another meeting of the pension 
committee before the next meeting of 
council. 

Dr. Wilkins has announced that he 


would appeal to the courts for a writ 
of mandamus to force the board to 
grant his application for a pension, 
which he filed soon after his indict- 
ment, in the event the board fails 
to act. 

Mr. Ragsdale’s announcement Tues- 
day afternoon is said to assure a court 
battle over whether Dr.. Wilkins has 


the right to retire on a pension after. 


his 27 years’ connection with the local 
government as physician. 

Alderman G. Everett Millican, of 
the 10th ward, was in conference with 
the mayor Tuesday afternoon and in- 
formed him that if the board orders 
a pension for the suspended doctor he 
would fight it on the floor of council, 
and failing to beat it there would 
earry a fight to the courts in an ef- 
fort to bar pensions for any employe 
who is under indictment and who has 
not been tried. 

“I do not oppose Dr. Wilkins’ pen- 
sion if it is granted after he is exon- 
erated of the charges against him,” 
Mr. Millican said, “but I will fight 
to the last ditch to prevent Atlanta 
from pensioning any employe who is 
under indictment and who has not yet 
been tried.”

I have served the city 27 years as

I con- | 


tend that a pension is due me both 
legally and morally.”

DEFEAT IN PARLIAMENT 
Liberals Decide To End 


Coalition and Vote Own 
Beliefs. 


8 
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LONDON, July 15.—(/)—A politi- 
cal battle on three important fronts 
today loomed before the government of 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald. 

Defeated today in the house of lords 
on an amendment to its much amended 
coal bill, the second labor cabinet to- 
night was suddenly confronted with a 
menace from the liberal party opposi- 
tion. 

At a meeting this evening the lib- 
eral parliamentary group, which 
hitherto has supported the government 


on votes affecting questions of policy 
important enough to entail its possible 
resignation, decided that in future 
divisions the liberal members would 
not hesitate to vote against it, or even 
deliberately attempt to defeat it. 

The meeting was primarily held to 
discuss labor’s escape from defeat last 
week on its financial bill. Through 
the votes of four liberals and the ab- 
stentions of others, Prime Minister 
MacDonald carried an important 
clause of the bill by two votes. 

The liberals agreed that the party 
could hope to achieve nothing of im- 
portance in the house unless its mem- 
bers worked together as a team. 

To secure this, they decided that on 
questions that had been fully dis- 
cussed at a previous party meeting 
and clearly decided upon, they would 
not refrain from bringing the govern- 
ment down in conjunction with the 
conservatives, 

The question of India and of the 
round table conference on Indian af- 
fairs next October, also may brew a 
storm for the labor ship before the 
end of the present session of parlia- 
ment, scheduled for early next month. 

In the past few days many members 
of the house have expressed uneasiness 
about the government’s views on the 
Simon commission report. The con- 
servatives yesterday voted a_ resolu- 
tion stressing the value of the Simon 
report for discussion at the confer- 
ence and urging that the British 
delegation represent all political 
parties. 

As Sir John Simon, under whose 
guidance the commission worked and 
whose name was given to the report. 
is one of the leaders of the liberal 
party, the liberals may be as ready 
as the conservatives to give battle 
to labor if any departure from the re- 
port is made to satisfy the Indian 
nationalist element. 


New York State Keeps 
Lead in Population 
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KNOXVILLE. Tenn., July 15.— 
Trustees of the University of Ten- 
nessee issued a statement for publi- 
cation y revenling that after the 
death of Thomas D. Morris, treasurer 
of the university, an audit of his ac- 
pot ae showed g shortage of $12.- 


“Mr. Morris,” the statement said, 
“was under bond as such treasurer 
in the sum of $10,000, and on pres- 
entation of the claim to the bonding 
company, the Fidelity & Deposit Com- 
pany, of Maryland, the entire amount 
of the bond was paid. In consequence 
if Mr., Morris’ dgfalcation the bonds 
of the officers having charge of funds 
have been enlarged.” 

President H. A. Morgan said the 
audit showed that “Mr. Morris bor- 
rowed money from university funds 
in small amounts, and many times re- 
ported part of it.” 

Mr. Morris died suddenly on March 
8 of this year. He had been connect 
el with the University of Tennessee 
for about 40 years. He had been 
treasurer of the university since 
1914, and secretary to the board of 
trustees since 1919.

Car Wrecker!’ 
Upheld by by Court 


Convicted of assault with intent to 
murder in a case where the driver of 
one car ran it into another, knock- 
ing it from the road and imperiling 
its occupants, was sustained by the 
Georgia court of appeals in a decision 
handed down Tuesday. 

Attorneys said that the case was 
unusual, as the element of intention 
is commonly either not present or im- 
possible to prove when criminal ac- 
tion is instituted following an auto- 
mobile collision. 

The judgment sustained a verdict of 
a Clayton county jury sitting on the 
case of David Sudan, who was indict- 
ed for assault with intent to murder 
following a collision last February be- 
tween his car and that of EF. L. Adam- 
son, sheriff of the county. 

Adamson testified at the trial that 
the preceding November the defend- 
ant, while under arrest, said to him, 
“If you drive that damn Studebaker 
in front of me any more I am going 
to knock it out of the road.” 

Last February 7, the sheriff said, 
he “pursued the defendant’s and an- 
other. car, both going at a speed of 
about 45 miles an hour. Sheriff Adam- 
son said he passed the defendant's car, 
and was going after the other, when 
the defendant ran his ear into him. 
At the time, he said, he was going 
at about 65 miles an hour in the ef- 
fort to catch the other car. 

The sheriff's car, according to tes- 
timony, left the road, turned over and 
struck a bank three feet high, but 
did not receive material damage. 


Asked on the stand if a collision 
in a car going that fast would be apt 
to produce death, the sheriff said he 
did not know, but “would hate to be 
in the car.’ 

The court of appeals, which consid- 
ered technical points of evidence on 
the appeal, said. The evidence abund- 
antly supports the verdict.” The judg- 
ment’ affirmed a sentence of 12 months 
at hard labor and six months in jail 
ora fine of $1,000.

ROUTINE CURE OF PEPTIC 
ULCER, 

Every time I use this term peptic 
ulcer I am conscious of its unsuitabil- 
ity, but there is no more familiar word 
for it. It means ulcer of the stomach 
(gastric) or ulcer of the duodenum 
(duodenal), and in nine out of ten 
cases the ulcer is in the duodenum, 
which is the four or five inches of ali- 
mentary canal just below the outlet 
of the stomach. The best medical view 
is that peptic ulcer is caused by focal 
infection, and one of the important 
predisposing factors is a shortage of 
vitamins in the diet, particularly vita- 
mins A, B, and C. Other predisposing 
factors are excessive use of tobacco, 
insufficient mastication of food or loss 
of teeth and consequent inability to 
masticate food, the habit of using 
strong spices, condiments and sauces, 
overindulgence in concentrated arti- 
ficial sweets, and the habit of taking 
alkalis such as soda.

The intention and desire of authority was simply to get revenge on 
the criminal’s person and then dispose of him, and whether he was 
boiled in oil, drawn and quartered, left to starve in a dungeon or mercifully 
hanged, the purpose of law was achieved promptly and unfailingly. 

But the development of civilization and the growth of compassion 
complicated ‘matters. 

“Revenge is brutal,” said the civilized man, “and accomplishes no 
good purpose. We must threaten punishment in an effort to prevent 
crime, and we must soméhow dispose of those enemies of society who 
can’t be redeemed; but it isn't right to doom a man forever because of 


one wrongful act, and we should encourage the ordinary taw-breaker 


to repent and reform and return to good standing in society.” 

That was a decent resolution, but society made the fatal mistake of 
pouring new wine in old bottles. 

It adopted a new theory of dealing with criminals without adopting a 
new plan.

He 
recommended organization of a metro- 
politan police department to supple- 
ment the Chicago, county and subur- 
han village forces.

Comment in the New York Times editorial page Monday 
may be taken as typical of the way the victory of Bobby Jones 
in the national open at Interlachen has arrested the attention 
of the nation. 


The Times takes as a text Bob's statement that he “‘was 
lucky to win” and gracefully takes issue with him. Under the 
heading, “Luck and Then Some,” the Times says: 

When Bobby Jones modestly declared on Saturday that he 


was “lucky” to have won again the United States open golf cham- 
pionship, he was perhaps thinking of what happened to him on 
the ninth hole of his second round. In the act of shooting across 
| the lake, he was disturbed by an unruly spectator, so that his ball 
was mis-hit. But it skipped along the surface of the wafer and up 
the bank near the green. Walter Hagen explained the shot. The 
ball had been given a terrific overspin, so that it slithered along 
the water, just as every golfer has seen a topped mashie shot go 
rolling wildly over the green into a trap. But if Jones’ ball had 
stayed in the lake and he had been compelled to play another 
with the loss of a stroke, the hole might easily have cost him a 
7 instead of the 4 which he got. At the time; Sarazen remarked 
that the championship might turn on that one piece of luck for 
Jones. As he finally won by only two strokes, three added to his 
total would have been fatal. But that is only the cold arithmetic 
of it. Who can doubt that if Bobby had lost those three strokes 
at the ninth, he would have risen to the most inspired height of 
his game and got them all—or more—back on other holes? In 
any case, there was no luck about the unprecedented 68 which 
he scored on his third round. After that the noble hearts of his 
professional competitors lay ¢racked all along the links. 

What Bobby Jones set out to do this season was merely to 
win four championships—two British and two American. Three 
of them he now has in his pocket, and our coming amateur cham- 
pionship appears to be at his mercy. Before he started out in 
England, the odds posted by Lloyds were 50 to 1 that he would 
not win all four championships. It almost looks now as if they 
should be 50 to 1 that he will. He has outplayed the finest pro- 
fessional golfers of Great Britain and America, and left all of his 
fellow-amateurs far down the list. Still, golf is probably the most 
uncertain game in the world. Jones was put out of the amateur 
championship last year in the first round and such a cruel fate 
may befall him again. At présent he must feel as if he had enjoyed 
an almost ominous good fortune, so that he ought to make some 
sort of sacrifice to propitiate the immortal gods. Yet as the ring 
which Polyerates threw into the sea for that purpage was brought 
back to him in a fish, it is to be feared——at any rate the rivals of 
Jones would fear—that if he were to throw his niblick into the 
lake it would be brought back to him by a good fairy with the 
promise that he would soon turn that wonderful 68 into a miracu- 
lous 66.

Atlanta at present is lower than for 
the corresponding period last year, 


three persons in the city and its 
vicinity were reported stricken with 
the malady, all reported seriously ill 
late Tuesday afternoon. 

Two of those suffering from ty- 
phoid were a mother and her 2-year- 
old son. Mrs. Ora Ragsdale, 702 
Hampton avenue, College Park, and 
her baby, Harry, were taken to Grady 
hospital Tuesday after an illness of 
approximately a week. At the hos- 
pital it was reported that their con- 
dition was serious. 

Another case was that of Miss 
Elizabeth Jackson, secretary to 
Reid Hunter, superintendent of At- 
lanta high schools, who has been 
confined to her home in Decatur for 
several days. Miss Jackson’s condi- 
tion also was considered critical by 
physicians Tuesday. 

According to W. H. Edwards, sani- 
tary engineer acting in place of _Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy, city health officer, 
who is out of the city, there are only 
12 cases of typhoid to be reported so 
far this month. Of this number, Mr.
